How to Operate the Safety 

♦ WARNING: Prfoi td firing, bacome lamiiiar with the 
Operalion of The safely by practicing wilh (he rilla 
untOaded. 

The safety mechanisnn is a Garand-type steel tevor 
locaied in Ihe forward section ot Ihe trigger guard, 
To put the ntle on SAFE, pull Ihe fevar rearwards 
as far as it will go. It will protrude Into the trigger 
guard and thie letter "S' will be visible (See A).

Other Safety Features

not stay open automatically unless an empty 
magazine is locked in place. To release bolt froni 
automatic hold-open position, remove nnagazijie, 
pull charging handle to the rear, and release.

3. Magazine Disconnect Feature 

As an additional safety featiire, your rifle will not 
fire when the magazine has been removed trom 
the gun. 

4. Loaded Chamber Indicator 

A red indicator protrudes from the rear ight side 
of the boll when a cartrtdge is in the chamber. 
TTtj's is an instant visuaS warning that the cham- 
ber is loaded (See E). 




How to Load 

■WARNING; Bsfdra l&ading yayr rille, always chock 
the bore to be sure ii is frse el grease, oil or any other 
obstruction. 

Depress the magazine release on the left side of 
the magazine housing (See F), and remove ihe 
magazine. Insert cartridges as shown in G. 







With the gun pointed in a safe direction, and the 
safety on SAFE, insei the foaded magazine fully 
into Ita housing, being sure it locks in place. 

Cocked and Ready 

With the safety on SAFE and loaded magazine 
locked in place, the rifle in normal sheeting posi- 
tion, and pointed in a safe direction, pull the 
charging handle all the way back and let ll snap 
forward freely (See Hai).

How to Fire 



Push the safety to the FIRE posiifon and, wiih ihe 
gun pointed at the target, sgueaze the Irigger. 
Since ycur rifle is a self-loader, after each shci is 
fired ii is ready lo be fired again. If you have not 
fired all oarlridges at the large!, he sure to pul ihe 
safety on SAFE until you are ready to shoot 
again. 

■WARNING; Because of its sslf-loading action, always 
assume that ycur rifle >5 cocksd and loaded.

What to do after an 
underpowered shot 

■WARNING; You can usually talf if a shcH is underpow- 
ered by Iha low rapcrl ii makes. This can result In a 
bullet being lodged in iha bcie. An obslructod bore 
can occur if the cartridga you have firetJ is damagad 
or deficiant in soma way. 

Should Ihis happan, iq prevent possible tniury, or 
damage to iha gun, da nottirs agsin, 

You must comptetely, clear the action and chamber, 
put the safety pri ‘SAFE", and lock IhrOugh ihe bare, if 
the bore is otralructed, insart a prcpar size cleaning 
nod {without a tip) Irom the muzzle end, and push the 
bullet out. It Ihe tkillet oannot be dislod^d by tapping^ 
the rod, it should ba ramovad by Mariin Gun Sorvloo. 

After ramoval of tha obstmoiion with a cleaning rod, 
cheos^ the bore lor damaga. 






How to Unload 

' VMRMING: BeFare you unload, be aure your rifle Is 0*1 
SAFE and polotcd in a sale diredion. 

RefTtove the magazine as shown in F, and 
empty all cartridges. Next, clear the action by 
pulling the charging handle all the way back and 
releasing \[. Then replace and lock the magazine 
back in position. Pull the changing handle all the 
way back, release it, and it will lock In the auto- 
matic ■Fast'Shct" hpld-cpen position. Finally, 
check the chamber visually to be sure that no 
cartridges remain. 

Sighting 

Your rifle haa bean sighted-in and le&t-fired al 
the factory. One to individual shooling character' 
istics, hov/ever, sighting should be range veri- 
fled. 

1 . Veillcal Correotldd (elevalion): To raise the 
point of impact, raise the rear sight, by moving 
the sight elevator rearward. To lower the point of 
impact, lower the rear sight, by lUbving the sight 
elevator lorward. 

2, Horizontal Correction (windage). To move 
Ihe point of impact to ihe leM, tap the rear sight 
base to the left. To move Ihe point of impact to 
Iho right, tap the rear sight base lo the right. 

How to Clean your Rifle 

* WARNING: Never ailempt ta wipe down ar alean g 
loaded gun. Follow inslroctwn® under 'Hew so Unload' 
Defors cleaning. Wear satety glasses while cleaning 
rifle. 

To Ensure proper functioning of the rifle, you 
rnust keep the action and magazine clean. 



Disassembly for Cleaning 



With the gun empty and the safety on SAFE, 
removG the magazine. Next, close the action as 
shown in H&.I, Turn the gun upside down and 
loosen the Iront and rear take-down screws until 
the stock can be separeted from the barreled 
action (These screws do not have to be removed 
Irom the stock.) (See J). 




Separate slock and barreled action. Wejrt, with 
punch or nail, remove front and rear take-down 
pins. Note: since the front pin has a head on one 
end. It must come out on Ihe side of the receiver 
which has the serial number (See K). (Also be 
sure the headed end of this pin is on the serial 
number side wbpn reassembling.)

The reooit spring and spring guide are 
now wilhin easy reach for remtoval (See N). Funher 
disassembly of the gun is not recommeruded.

Storage 

Use only a very thin coat of light oil during belcw 
freezing conditions. Ccndensalion droplets vnll 
form soon after the gun is brought into a warm 
room, or It may become wet during inclement 
weather. In any case, all meislure should be 
removed. Exterior metal finishes may be wiped 
dovrn with a slightly oiled cloth. For long term 
storage, lightly oil the bore, barrel and action 
with gun oil. Your gun should be completely 
unloaded and stored in a dry area with the aciton 
open. Never store your gun in a carrying case. 

Repair Instructions 

Your firearm has been designed, engineered 
and manufactured In accordance with Malin's 
rigid quality control standards. However, any 
mechanical device may occasionaliy require 
adjustment or repair Questions regarding the 
performance and serviceabiJity of your firearm 
should be addressed to our Gun Service 
Division. You should include the Seriial Number, 
Modal Number and a full description of the con- 
ditions and problems involved. 

Warranty Repairs 

Our Warranty policy covers all our firearms 
against defects in workmanship or meierial lor a 
period of two years from the date of purchase to 
the origirtal owner. See the inside front cover of 
this manual for warrariity details. Guns reguiririg 
warramy repairs should be returned to the lacto- 
ry. Be sure to follow the "Shipping and Hardling“ 
ihStruCtions in this manual. 






Non-Warranty Repairs 

A oompetEnt gunsmith may be able to repair your 
gun. Jf not Ship it to the factory, foJIowing the 
‘Shipping and Handling" insiiuctions in this manual. 
After receiving your fireanm, will send you an 
estimate of the repair cost. Repairs will begin upon 
raoeipi of your check or monoy older. If repairs are 
riot possible, your gun will be retumed. 

Shipping and Handling 

When sending your firearm to the fflclory you 
must follow these InstrLiotions. 

1 . Prior 10 mailing, be absolutely certain ihat Ihe 
chamber, action and magazine of your 
firearm aro not loaded (See 'How to Unload" 
in this manual). 

2;. Pack your gun carefully. Use ample cushiort- 
ing material and a. sturdy ouler cardboard 
box. Do not ship in a special container which 
you want relumed. 

S. AcoessoTies such as scopes, scope mounts, 
gun case, quick detach type swivels, sling 
straps and oiher special appointments should 
be removed prfor to returning the firearm, 

4. Inside the box. include a sheet wilh the fol- 
lowing informalion; model number, serial 
number, description of damage or problem, 
and under what condiiions difficulty occurs. 

5. Clearly mark your return address on the out' 
side of the bck and on your instruction sheei- 

6. Do nol ship five ammunition under any cir- 
cumstances. 



7. Ship your firearm via insured Parcel Posi or 
U.P.S. Shipment musi be prepaid and
